Dr. Corry will discuss the nature of the law, the 
function it performs in our lives, and the 
appropriate scope of its action. These lectures 
should be of interest to all of us.

FACULTY NEWS 

Dr. Irvin Burbank has been invited by the Orange 
County School System and the Education for 
Tomorrow Association to conduct a mathematics 
workshop-seminar at Anaheim, California during the 
latter part of November. 

Dr. Burbank will be a speaker at the National 
Council of Teachers of Mathematics, Name-of-Site 
Meeting to be held at the Sahara Hotel in Las 
Vegas, February 13, 14 and 15, 1972. 

Dr. J. B. Tatum (Physics) advises that the 1970 
Annual Bird Report for southern Vancouver Island, 
which details the observations by some fifty 
observers of the 235 bird species seen in the area 
in 1970, is now available from him via campus mail 
at a cost of $1.84.

Approximately 200 persons from 
Canadian and United States institutions attended. 
The Presidential Address was given by Dr. David 
Luten, University of California at Berkeley at an 
evening banquet. The title of his paper was "With 
Crisis Today What Tears for Tomorrow". The Local 
Arrangements Committee was under the Chairmanship 
of Bryan Farrell with Donna Schwartz as Secretary. 
Other members were Frank Leversedge, Peter Murphy, 
John Bryant, Gill McDade, Ian None and Chuen Yen 
Lai. A field excursion on the Saanich Peninsula 
was conducted by Derek Reimer. 

Dr. Bryan Farrell (Geography) spent the summer in 
Honolulu and on the Island of Maui, continuing 
work on land attitudes and development. Focus of 
activity was at Honolua, Kaanapali and Wailea 
where large scale recreational developments are 
either underway or in the planning stages.
